The Blarch 13, 1964, edition of "The New York Times, 
a daily nevr^paper published in New York, Ke\7 York, contained 

artitcie on pa^e 20 wMch indicated that IIALCCLM X (LITTUS), 
former natioriril official of the Nation of Islaa (KOI) 
broke with the KOI on March 8, 1964, publicly announced in 
ICaw York City on March 12. 1964, that he had formed the Musliia 
llosque. Incorporated (U:il3« The UHI, according to the article 
T/ould be a broadly based politically oriented black nationalist 
novement for Negroes only, financed by voluntary contributions. 
In this public statement MALCOZiM X urged Negroes to abandon 
the doctrine of noiwviolezce when it is necessary to defend 
themselves in the civil rights struggle, and he also suggested 
that Ne{;roes fom rifle clubs to protect their lives and 
property in time of es:erge::cies in areas \^ere the government 
is unable or unwilling to protect thea« 

Incorporation papers of the MMI filed on JIarch 16, 
1964, with the Business Section, Clerk of Courts, New York 
Couaty, New York, New York, reflect that the IILII was 
incorporated under the Religious Corporation Law of the 
State of Nov; York to work for the imparting of the Islamic 
Faith and Islamic Religion in accordciace with "accepted 
Islamic principals," The principal place of worship to be 
located in the Borough of Manhattan, New York, Ke\sr York. 

The 2Iay 23, 1964, edition o'2 the "^^w York 
Aosterdam News," a weekly Negro newspaper published in

Harry Marvin Craighead, former minister of Muhammad's 
ilosque Number Four (MMnr4), formerly known as Muhammad's Temple 
of Islam Number Four (MTI#4) of the Nation of Islam (NOI), 
advised that Elijah Muhammad personally founded this temple 
at v;ashington, D.C.j during 1939 , and served as its minister 
until 1942. 

On January 20, 1958, Lucius X* Brown, self- identified 
as the Minister of MTI#4 of the NOI, advised that MTI#4 was 
under the leadership of Elijah Muhammad, the national leader 
of the NOI, and existed solely to serve his will and teachings* 
Brown stated that MTIfr4 supported Elijah Muhammad both 
spiritually and financially. 

On May 8, 1964, a source advised that MMj^4 of the 
NOI continued to be in existence at 1519 Fourth Street, H,W*, 
Washington, D.C.

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NATION OF ISLAM

In January, 1957, a source advised Elijah Muhammad 
has described his or^nizatlon on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam,'* (NOI) and "Muhammad *s Temples of Islam«** 

On JUay S, 1964, a second source advised Elijah 
Kuhammad is the national leader of the NOI; Muhammad *s Temple 
of Islam No. 2, 5333 South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 
is the national headquarters of the NOI; and in mid»1960, 
lluhamxaad and other NOI officials, when referring to Muhammad *s 
organization on a nationwide basis, commenced using either 
"Mosque** or "Temple" when mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples 
of Islam." 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan, Muhammad 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, 
to lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North Aiaerica by establishing an independent black nation in 
the United States^ Members following Muhammad *s teachings and 
his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no such thing 
as a Ne^ro; that the so-called Negroes are slaves of the white 
race, referred to as "white devils,^ in the United States; and 
that the white race, because of its escploitation of the so-called 
Negroes, must and will be destroyed in the approaching "Var of 
Armageddon. " 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including iluhammad, have refused to register under the provisions 
of the Selective Service Acts and have declared that members owe 
no allegiance to the United States. 

On 5{ay 5, 1958, the first source advised Muhammad had, 
upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal statements 
and instructions to his ministers concerning the principles of 
his organization in order to avoid possible prosecution by the 
United States Government; however, he did not Indicate any 
fundamental changes in the teachings of his organization. 

On May 7, 1964, a third source advised Muhammad had, 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious aspects 
of the teacairjs of Islam and to stress the economic benefits to be 
derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI* This policy change, 
according to Lluhamoad, would help him acquire additional followers 
and create more interest in his programs. 
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^?.GAiaZATION C? AF?,OuAI.SRICAN UNITY (OAAU) 

On June 28, 1964, IIALCOLM X hlirrLE, founder and 
leader oX tlie Juslin Uoozxxe, Incorporated (MUX), publicly 
announced ti:e forciation of a new, all Negro, ttilitant civil - 
rights action group to be known as the Organization of Afro« 
American Unity (OAAU), vith himself as Chairman. This 
announcement \»as made at a public rally held by the MMI 
in the Audubon Ballroom, Broadly and 166th Street, New 
York City. 

A printed and published statement of basic OAAU 
dins read jy ^HALOOIM X at this meeting indicates that it 
shall include "all" people of African descent in the 
Western Hemisphere, as wall as "our" brothers and sisters 
on the African continent* It is patterned after the "letter 
and spirit" of the Organization of African Unity established 
(by African heads of States) at Addis Ababa, Ethiopia, in 
]£ay, 1963« 

A recording of the recarks of UAhCOLU X at this 
meeting indicates that the aim of the OAAU is to eliminate 
di£ferences between Negroes so they can work together for 
":vc=ian rights," while the initial objective is to 
"ir^v.c-rnctioaalize" the American civil rights movement by 
taking it to the United Nations. LITTLE condemned the non- 
violent civil rights movenent and claims that Negroes should 
be taught to protect thenselves, when and if necessary, 
"he OAAU will sponsor a program for Negroes of ed^ication, 
politics, culture, economics and social reform.
